Nat  ional  The  calls  upon  the  services  of  the  Infirmary 
Emergency,  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  have  not 
been  so  heavy  as  was  anticipated,  the  number  of  cases  received 
during  the  year  being  105  In-Patients  and  220  Out-Patients. 
In  June  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry,  all  the  full-time 
Nurses  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve  allocated  for  service  at  the 
Infirmary,  were  called  up  for  duty,  and  the  training  of 
Auxiliary  Nurses  has  been  continued,  93  candidates  having 
passed  through  the  Wards  for  the  minimum  of  50  hours  prac¬ 
tical  hospital  experience. 

Finance.  Owing  to  the  very  heavy  increase  in  maintenance 
costs  due  to  War  conditions,  income  for  the  year  has  failed 
to  meet  expenditure  by  £5,657.  In  the  early  months  of  the 
War  substantial  interim  payments  were  made  to  the  Hospitals 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  were  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
actual  cost  of  the  services  rendered  under  the  Emergency 
Hospital  Scheme,  and  were  required  to  be  regarded  as  pay¬ 
ments  in  advance  to  meet  the  cost  of  future  work.  These  pay¬ 
ments  amounted  to  £2,700  up  to  the  end  of  1939,  with  the 
result  that  a  deficit  of  £2,046  on  Maintenance  Account  for  that 
year  was  extinguished.  The  heavy  adverse  balance  at  the 
end  of  1940  therefore  should  be  regarded  as  the  result  of  the 
two  years  working  and  not  as  having  been  incurred  in  the  one 
year. 

With  the  continued  advance  in  prices  and  the  effect  of  the 
Purchase  Tax,  there  is  reason  to  anticipate  a  further  increase 
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in  maintenance  costs  in  1941.  Fortunately  the  very  successful 
inauguration  of  the  new  Contributory  Scheme  guarantees  a 
substantial  increase  of  income,  but  with  an  existing  deficit  of 
over  £5,000  the  financial  position  gives  rise  to  serious  concern 
and  an  earnest  appeal  is  made  for  increased  subscriptions  and 
further  support  in  order  that  the  very  essential  work  of  the 
Infirmary  may  not  suffer. 

The  Committee  again  desires  to  record  its  sincere  thanks 
for  the  loyal  support  received  from  the  large  number  of  Annual 
Subscribers.  Some  of  the  special  efforts  held  in  aid  of  the 
Infirmary  funds  have,  inevitably,  been  suspended,  but  special 
thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Ladies  Flag  Da}^  Committee  and 
their  helpers  whose  efforts  produced  an  increased  total  amount¬ 
ing  to  £401  10s.  3d.;  and  to  the  Mayor  (Mr.  Councillor  John 
Jones,  J.P.)  and  the  Committee  responsible  for  the  arrange¬ 
ments  in  connection  with  the  Mayor’s  Infirmary  Ball,  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  which  realized  the  substantial  sum  of  £353  4s.  3d. 
The  Committee  would  also  express  its  appreciation  of  the  sup¬ 
port  of  all  who  promoted  or  assisted  in  various  special  efforts 
and  entertainments,  and  of  the  valued  help  of  the  Clergy, 
Ministry  and  Congregations  for  the  increased  Sunday  Collection 
which  amounted  to  £299  3s.  2d. 

Revision  The  question  of  the  revision  of  the  Rules  of  the 

of  Rules.  Infirmary  has  been  considered  by  the  General 
Committee  during  the  year,  and  in  order  to  bring  them  into 
line  with  present  day  conditions,  a  Sub-Committee  was 
appointed  to  prepare  new  draft  Rules.  The  new  Rules  as 
drafted  were  after  careful  consideration  approved  by  the 
General  Committee  and  they  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Governors  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting  with  a  view  to  their 
adoption. 

Contributory  The  decision  of  the  Committee  to  inaugurate 
Scheme.  the  new  Contributory  Scheme  has  been  fully 

justified.  The  Scheme  met  with  an  exceedingly  gratifying 
reception  and  by  the  beginning  of  July  it  had  been  adopted 
by  all  the  larger  establishments  within  the  area  served  by  the 
Infirmary,  and  in  addition  Honorary  Collectors  for  the  Town 
and  many  of  the  surrounding  villages  had  been  appointed. 
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The  total  sum  raised  (including  £2,665  paid  in  to  the  Infirmary 

•  i  ■ 

Saturday  Account  in  the  early  part  of  the  year)  amounted  to 
£14,570,  compared  with  the  record  sum  of  £10,210  raised  by 
the  Saturday  Committee  in  the  previous  year. 

In  a  full  3/ear’s  working  this  total  should  be  further  in¬ 
creased,  but  the  bringing  into  use  of  the  additional  accommo¬ 
dation  provided  by  the  Extensions  Scheme,  coupled  with  the 
advance  in  maintenance  costs  due  to  the  War,  will  make  a  still 
further  substantially  increased  income  imperative. 

The  Committee  desires  to  record  its  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  Contributory  Scheme  Committee,  tinder  its  Chair¬ 
man  (Mr.  H.  Earp),  for  their  valuable  work,  and  also  to  the 
Organising  Secretary  of  the  Scheme,  Mr.  J.  E.  Smith,  to  whose 
capable  and  unsparing  efforts  much  of  the  success  that  has 
been  achieved  is  due. 

Extensions.  Work  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  the 
New  Ward  Block  and  Nurses’  Home  has  been  considerabfy 
slowed  down  owing  to  difficulties  with  regard  to  supplies  of 
material  and  labour,  and  it  will  be  some  little  time  yet  before 
the  new  buildings  will  be  available.  Nevertheless  substantial 
progress  has  been  made  and  paj-ments  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  work  amounted  to  £63,216,  with  the  result  that 
the  Extensions  Fund  Account  shews  a  deficit  of  £16,482. 

A  list  of  additional  contributions  to  the  Fund  will  be  found 
on  page  32,  and  unconditional  Legacies  received  during  the 
year  amounting  to  £1089  11s.  9d.  have  also  been  credited  to 
this  account. 

Waiting  A  very  large  addition  to  the  number  of  patients 
List.  waiting  for  admission  to  the  Infirmary  for  treat¬ 

ment  has  been  the  cause  of  much  concern  to  the  Committee. 
Whilst  every  effort  is  made  to  admit  all  cases  within  a  reason¬ 
able  time  it  has  been  impossible  to  avoid  a  lengthy  waiting 
period  in  some  instances  owing  to  the  large  number  of  serious 
Medical  and  Surgical  emergencies,  and  Accidents,  that  require 
immediate  admission  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night.  As 


soon  as  the  increased  accommodation  provided  by  the  new 
Wards  becomes  available  it  will  be  possible  to  effect  a  con¬ 
siderable  redaction  in  this  waiting  period. 

Legacies.  A  further  sum  of  £945  11s.  9d.  has  been  received 
from  the  Executors  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  G.  Arblaster  and  the 

following  Legacies  have  also  been  received,  viz.  : _

Your  Committee  desires  to  place  on  record  its  deep  sense 
of  gratitude  for  these  generous  benefactions. 

Blood  Transfusion  Approximately  200  volunteers  as 
Service.  donors  of  blood  for  transfusion  pur¬ 

poses  have  been  enrolled  and  the  services  of  nearly  one-half 
of  these  have  been  called  upon  during  the  year.  The  Blood 
Transfusion  Officer  for  the  Birmingham  Area  has  called  for 
periodical  supplies  to  be  used  for  conversion  into  Plasma, 
which  can  be  stored  and  used  in  a  major  emergency,  and  many 
transfusions  have  also  been  given  to  patients  in  the  Infirmary. 
The  authorities  have  asked  for  a  large  increase  in  the  number 
of  volunteers  and  the  Secretary  would  be  glad  to  receive  offers 
for  this  important  service,  which  in  many  cases  is  of  the  utmost 
value  to  the  patients  and  which  results  in  no  harmful  effect  to 
the  donors. 

Stretcher  Bearers  Another  direction  in  which  invaluable 
and  Fire  Fighters.  service  has  been  given  is  that  of  the 
work  of  the  volunteer  stretcher  bearers  and  fire  fighters, 
augmented  by  the  House  Surgeons,  Administrative  Staff, 
Porters  and  Stokers.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  has  been 
given  to  Stretcher-bearing  and  fire-fighting  practice,  and 
though  the  calls  of  this  side  of  the  work  have  fortunately  up* 
to  the  present  not  proved  heavy  three  of  the  volunteers  are  on 
fire-watching  duty  at  the  Infirmary  every  night,  and  when  an 
alert  ’ '  is  given  all  immediately  report  for  duty  and  stand  by 
until  the  “  All  clear.”  The  knowledge  that  immediate  assist¬ 
ance  is  available  in  case  of  need  is  of  the  utmost  value  both 
to  Patients  and  to  the  members  of  the  Staff  on  night  duty. 
Apart  from  fire- watching,  the  numerous  alerts  have  made 
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heavy  demands  upon  these  Volunteers — demands  which  have 
always  been  met  with  the  utmost  regularity  and  punctuality, 
and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  appreciation  of  these  loyal  and 
valuable  services. 


Linen  League.  Once  again  the  Infirmary  is  greatly  in¬ 
debted  to  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Linen  League,  whose 
work  and  support  in  relieving  the  funds  of  the  heavy  cost  of 
renewals  and  replacements  of  household  linen  is  of  the  greatest 
value  and  your  Committee  again  records  with  gratitude  its 
cordial  appreciation  of  their  efforts. 


Red  C  ross  The  valued  services  of  the  Red  Cross  Sewing 

Society  Party  have  again  been  continued,  and,  under 

the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme,  have  been  supplemented  by 
large  supplies  of  Operation  and  Dressing  Gowns  and  other 
necessities  from  the  Hospital  Supplies  Depots  which  are  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledged. 


Egg  Collection.  In  view  of  War  conditions  it  was  not  to 
be  expected  that  the  annual  appeal  for  eggs  organized  by  the 
Burton  Daily  Mail  ’ '  would  meet  with  the  success  achieved 
in  normal  years.  The  total  of  16,242  eggs  received  must  be 
regarded  as  highly  satisfactory,  and  once  more  the  Committee 
w7ould  record  its  sense  of  obligation  to  the  Mail  and  to  all  those 
whose  work  and  contributions  brought  about  such  an  excellent 
result. 

In  conclusion,  sincere  thanks  are  tendered  for  the  many 
gifts  of  vegetables,  fruit,  periodicals,  books,  tinfoil,  etc. 
received  from  numerous  friends  and  from  the  Churches, 
Chapels  and  Schools;  to  the  contributors  of  donations  and  gifts 
for  Christmas  Festivities;  to  the  Press,  the  Police  and  the  Fire 
Brigade;  to  Toe  H  and  to  numerous  friends  whose  many  and 
varied  services  have  been  of  great  value.

CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT,  1940. 


It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  have  the  privilege  to  submit  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  progress  made  by  the  General  Infirmary 
Contributory  Association,  especially  as  it  is  the  first  report 
to  be  given  since  the  inauguration  of  the  new  Contributory 
Scheme.  I  must  say  at  once  that  without  a  doubt  it  has  more 
than  justified  its  adoption. 

It  was  my  privilege  to  be  associated  with  the  Infirmary 
Saturday  Committee  for  many  years,  for  the  past  six  years  as 
Chairman.  I  recognise  with  gratitude  and  appreciation  the 
wonderful  support  which  this  Committee  gave  to  the  Infirmary 
during  its  existence,  and  the  loyal  service  rendered  by  all  the 
voluntary  workers. 

The  new  scheme  only  came  into  full  operation  on  July 
1st,  consequently  the  result  obtained  does  not  represent  a  full 
year’s  work  on  the  new  basis. 

The  actual  amount  received  since  the  inauguration  of  the 
scheme  is  £11,905  which  together  with  the  sum  of  £2,665 
raised  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  the  Saturday  Com¬ 
mittee  makes  a  grand  total  of  £14,570  for  the  whole  year. 
This,  compared  with  the  sum  of  £10,210  contributed  the 
previous  year,  shows  an  increase  of  £4,360,  this  I  am  sure  you 
will  agree  is  very  gratifying. 

In  order  to  assist  persons  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
scheme  and  not  linked  up  with  larger  establishments,  we  have 
been  able  to  arrange  for  Honorary  Collectors  to  receive  con¬ 
tributions  on  our  behalf  in  almost  every  district.  We  have 
now  collectors  established  in  over  twenty  villages  and  these 
village  collectors  were  responsible  for  some  £331 .  In  the  town 
the  collectors  collected  a  sum  of  £121,  and  in  addition 
individual  contributors  calling  at  the  Central  Office  made  pay- 
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ments  which  amounted  to  £121,  this  making  a  total  of 
£574  collected  from  individual  contributors.  Further¬ 
more  I  am  sure  you  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  we  have  now 
over  350  establishments  affiliated  to  the  scheme  and  these 
represent  something  like  36,000  contributors. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  very  many  instances 
male  labour  has  had  to  be  substituted  by  female  labour  owing 
,to  war  conditions,  consequently  the  income  is  not  as  large  as  it 
would  have  been  in  normal  times.  It  is  obvious  that  when  the 
Infirmary  Extensions  are  completed  and  the  newr  hospital 
fully  equipped  for  service  the  maintenance  costs  will  then  be 
far  in  excess  of  the  present  income  and  it  is  absolutely  necessary 
that  we  do  our  utmost  to  meet  these  and  to  see  that  the 
"Contributory  Association  is  able  to  meet  the  full  maintenance 
-costs  of  the  contributors  and  their  dependants.  To  do  this 
means  that  we  must  raise  as  an  Association  £20,000  per  annum 
for  the  Infirmary.  I  believe  that  this  result  can  be  attained, 
and  it  is  w7ith  confidence  that  I  look  forward  to  its  fulfilment. 

Before  concluding  my  report  it  is  fitting  that  I  should  pay 
a  tribute  to  one  who  has  put  in  so  much  hard  work  in  order 
to  ensure  the  success  of  the  new7  scheme.  I  refer  to  our 
indefatigable  Organising  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  E.  Smith.  I  feel 
personally  that  it  was  a  very  happy  choice  when  the  Infirmary7 
General  Committee  entrusted  him  with  the  floating  of  the  New 
Contributory  Scheme,  and  the  splendid  results  which  we  are 
now  reaping  confirms  their  faith  in  his  ability  to  serve  the 
interests  of  the  Institution.

REGULATIONS. 

ADMISSIONS. 

Applications  for  admission  of  Patients  should  be  made  to  the 
Matron  of  the  General  Infirmary. 

Patients  may  be  sent  into  the  Home,  after  such  application,  by 
any  Doctor,  and  will  be  under  his  treatment  and  supervision. 

Qualified  Dental  Surgeons  (L.D.S.)  may  also  treat  Dental 
Patients  in  the  Home. 

In  cases  of  emergency  the  services  of  the  House  Surgeons  may  be 
called  upon,  such  services  to  be  properly  remunerated. 

CHARGES. 

For  a  Private  Room,  £7  7s.  per  week.  Patients  staying  less 
than  a  week,  £1  Is.  per  day. 

For  the  Five-Bed  Wards,  £4  4s.  Od.  per  week.  Patients 
staying  less  than  a  week,  £1  Is.  for  the  first  day  and  12s.  Od.  per  day 
afterwards. 

Extra  Charges  are  made  for  the  following  : — 

Special  Day  and/or  Night  Nurses. 

X-Rays. 

Electrical  and  Massage  Treatment. 

Pathological  Examination. 

Private  Telephone  Calls. 

All  Medicine  and  Vaccines  to  be  supplied  by  the  Doctor  in  charge 
of  the  case. 

Sera  will  be  supplied  by  the  Home  and  charged  to  the  Patient. 

The  Doctor’s  fee  to  be  arranged  between  the  Doctor  and  the 
Patient. 

Accounts  to  be  rendered  weekly. 

OPERATIONS. 

Major  operations  requiring  the  use  of  the  main  Theatre  may  be 
performed  by  any  Surgeon  who  is  or  has  been  on  the  Honorary  Staff 
of  a  recognised  Hospital. 

Major  operations  to  be  performed  as  far  as  possible  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  in  order  to  avoid  interference  with  the  ordinary  Hospital  opera¬ 
tions. 

MATERNITY  CASES. 

These  cases  cannot  be  admitted  so  long  as  the  Burton  Nursing 
Institution  is  providing  facilities  for  them,  except  such  cases  as  require 
Caesarean  Section. 

LONG  CASES. 

No  Patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Home  for  a  longer 
period  than  six  weeks  without  the  sanction  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  have  absolute  power  at  any  time  and  without 
assigning  any  reason  to  terminate  the  stay  of  any  Patient  in  the  Home 

INFECTIOUS  AND  MENTAL  CASES. 

These  cases  cannot  be  admitted,  and  any  case  developing  infec¬ 
tious  disease  shall  be  at  once  removed  if  this  can  be  done  without 
endangering  the  life  of  the  Patient. 

VISITING. 

Visitors  are  allowed  between  10-30  and  11-30  o’clock  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  3  and  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  6-30  and  8  (/'clock  in  the 
evening.  Not  more  than  two  Visitors  can  be  admitted  to  a  Patient 
at  the  same  time.  No  articles  of  Food  or  Drink  to  be  brought  into 
the  Home  except  by  express  permission. 
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
